Researcher 
Discovery 
New Drtig 


Kaduna, Nigeria, 
Feb. 3. 

The Queen was told today 
of the discovery of a new 
drug by a British research 
chemist to protect cattle 
from the ravages of sleeping 
sickness, 


The discovery was announced 
for the first time when the 
Queen visited the West African 
Research Institute for Trypan- 
somiasis (sleeping sickness). 

It ts claimed the drug will 
prolong immunity from the 
disease for from two to six 
months, 

It was announced in a colonial 
research report last November 
that scientists in Nigerian had 
carried out successful tests on a 
new drug called “Melarsen”. 

Dr James Williamson, who 
discovered the drug, told the 
Queen today he started to ex- 
periment on it a year ago and 
had been running satisfactory 
tests on {1 for the past six 
months.—Reuter.

HEE name of Burdett 
{8  commeniwrated 
today in the many 


schools and libraries 


endowed by that beloved 
Victorian, Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts. As a ehild 
Angela Burdett-Coutts 
played happily in the great 
house in Piccadilly owned 
hy her father, the 
millionaire banker, Thomas 
Coutts, unaware of the fact 
that only a few yeurg be. 
fore she was born the house 
wis the storm centré’ of 
one of the most bizarre ¢& 
scenes in London's history. 


During three exolting days in 
the spring of 1810 the Riot Act 
was rend twice In 24 hours and 
Picendilly echoed to the tramp 
and clatter of detachments — of 
Life Guards, Horse Guards, 
Dragoons and Hussars deployed 
in military formatlon—all for 
the purpose of arresting one 
solitary MUP, and conveying him 
to the Tower of London, 

The man was Sir Francis 
Burdett, Angela's futher, the 
Member for Westminster, 4 
forthright Radical whose only 
“crime” wos to make oa thun- 
derous speech In defence of the 

of speech and the 
rights of the individual under 
Article XMXXIX of Magna 
Charta. 


=AGITATION 


Sir Francis had been a thorn 
jn the Government's flesh for 
many years from the day he 
was first elected to Parllament 
in 1796 and straightway horrl- 
fled his patron, the Duke of 
Neweastle, by exhibiting mark- 
ed Left-wing views and by 
stirring up agitation against 
Pitt and his administration. 

The first rumbles of the Im- 

nding storm came on a bleak 

ebruary afternoon in 1810 
when the House was uncom- 
fortably debating the defeat of 
the British forees at Walcheren 
and the Scheldt.

In the towns, the proli- 
feration of these small 
shops ix even worse. In one 
average street you see two 
diaries, three cafes, a sweet- 
shop and a baker’s (also sell- 
ing sweets), two chemists, a 
restaurant with a drinks 
counter. And the point 1s 
that all these small traders 
not only expect to get a 
living. They regard it as 
their inalienable right to get 
a living, and a pretty com- 
fortable one at that. 


Ten of thousands of shop- 
keepers go even further. 
They are not running: the 
shop as owners, but as 
mannging tenants. They 
have assumed the physicat 
haridling of the business. on 
agreement with the real 
owner that he shall . be

cern of all these small town 
and country shopkeepers is 
to keep profits up—which 
means keeping prices up. 


On the least pretext, 
butter is 3d. more, cooking 
oil 2d. more and so on, The 
Government does fix maxi- 
mum price-scales but, in 
practice, the traders fix 
their own profits. So much 
so that you can buy, say, 
the same packet of a well- 
known brand detergent at 
three different prices in the 
radius of a twenty-minute 
walk. 


Naturally, it would not 
do for cheaper - priced 
foreign goods to spoil the 
market. In fact, the French 
Government takes care that 
such high duties and taxes 
are put on afl foreign goods 
that .the shopkeepers have 
no worry on this score. But 
it is a disaster to the sinall 
traders when some of their 
own countrymen, ooking 
round and upplying modern 
technique, start to undercut 
them by things like self- 
service stores with few over. 
heads, multiple department 
shops where prices are low 
because buying is in bulk, 
quick snack counters, big- 
seale haulage firms, shops 
with efficient central book- 
keeping and marketing 
staffs.

By 
refusing to pay taxes they 
can stay in business—so 
they refuse to pay taxes. 


Fighting Change 


But there ure deeper things 
in the Poujacdst frame of mind. 
Ht is not only that of small 
shopkeeptrs amid artisans. It is 
the frame of mind of countless 
other Frenchmen—vine growers, 
agriculturalists, self-employed 
road haulers, wholesalers, 
middle-men, manufacturers, all 
of whom, sheltered by the high 
tariff walls, fight change with 
touth and nail.

DAMAGE DONE 


Admittedly, that need be 
of no direct concern to the 
Eden Administration, but it 
is of considerable im- 
portance to the British 
nation. It is important to 
record that there was al- 
most no editorial comment 
either in the Canadian or 
American newspapers upon 
the British Press attacks 
on the Prime Minister. And 
when one or two British 
newspapers rallied to the 
defence of Eden, the Press 
in America gave it a good 
display. 

But to realise the damage 
that has been done, let me 
point to the display with 
which the important New 
York World-Telegram dealt 
with the news. Not only did 
it give its own news treat- 
ment, but it reproduced in 
photographic form the dis- 
play headlines of some of 
the London newspapers, 


The Daily Mirror was 
given pride of place with its 
huge “Eden is a Flop.” The 
Daily Sketch was close 
second with the spread- 
eagled headings “Eden Re- 
fuses to Call MP's.” “Gait- 
skell Angry.” “The Row 
Grows.” 

Other headlines superim- 
posed on the photographic 
block varied from “‘ditherer” 
to “timidity.” The *New 
York ‘World-Telegram then

pay the price of comparison. 

The only British political 
figures who are well known 
in the States and Canada 
are Eden, Butler and Bevan

ness of Hugh Gaitskell. The 
rest of the front bench on 
both sides of the House are

One of the most interesting points of discussion to come out of the 
recent successful visits of the Austrian and Yugoslavian footballera to the 
Colony concerns the advisability of arranging extensive overseas tours 
for Hongkong footballers. 


The gist of the proposals is that Hongkong football and footballers ‘can only 
make real progress by going out and meting tho great soccer countries of the world 


In their own particular environment. 


surety be no quibble. 


It ty sound in ideal 
conctption; a! io 8=6can 
disagree with the dominant 
theme that practical indectrina- 
tion tnto the ways and meana 
of others, and Into thelr sty‘cu 
and methods, 1s an important 
step along the read to better 
football, 

Having regard to all the ad- 
vantages that could accruc from 
such a project, one would £x- 
pect to hear that it had been 
sngeted with considerable 
enthusiasm, .. that it was tc- 
celving favourable comment 
from football folks .. . and that 
lt was geterally regarded as 0 
good Idea. 

Such, however, is not quite 
we casty at least not with some 
of the people who have talked 
to me about it.

Not only is Mr Pears a tenor 
singer of great beauty who ures 
his mind, as well as his heart 
und voice, In every note; not 
only is Mr Britten a composer of 
starUing originality in his 
smaller as in bis larger works, 
as well as being a remarkabl: 
sensitive accompanist; but bot 
musicians Showed un artistic 
skill in building the programme 
which could not have been 
beltered. 

The first half of the pro- 
gramme consisted of two groups; 
one comprising six English songs 
of the 10th and 17th centuries, 
including Purcell's lively “Man 
is for the woman made’ which 
we also heard Michacl Head sing 
to his own accompaniment Jost 
year.

The second group was of five 
Schubert songs, which Mr Pears 
sang in German, giving a brief 
explanation of cach.

Mr Pears responded entirely 
to the mood in cuch song, and 
une plano parts were not accom~ 
paniments, but integral and all- 
unportant clements, and Mr 
Britten mude tus ovident in 
hus fine performance, partloular- 
ly of the diMicult and beautiful 
“Auf dem Wasser zu_ singen,” 
which has been arrunged as a 
pce cf brilliant piano virtuosity 
by Liszt.
